Its queer chimneys, its old 
corners and low lines of gréy walls 
may be clearly seen from any point 
of the opposite shore when the trees 
are leafless in winter; but in sum- 
mer only the chimneys and flagstaff 
are distinguishable.”

That usually 
took the form of. expeNmenting in 
lal the housewlfery. arts—cooking, 
leleaning, even scrybbing the floor.
